Mrs.  Dulles  disclosed  that  the 
U.S.  has  played  a quiet  part  in 
encouraging  and  fostering  past 
common  market  negotiations  and 
post-war  European  unity.  Both 
the  Common  Market  and  the  U.S. 
should  participate  as  partners  po- 
litically and  economically,  she 
said.  The  U.S.  is  wanted  as  a 
partner,  not  an  internal  member 
of  such  a program,  she  said.

Dr.  Bryner  has  pioneered  in  a new  metallurigcal  process 
during  the  last  ten  years  under  a grant  from  the  Kennecott 
Copper  Corp.  His  process  has  ’ 
made  it  possible  to  recover  pre- 
cious metals  from  the  "^mine 
waste  dumps. 

AS  ONE  OF  the  nations  lead- 
ing contributors  in  bacterial  met- 
allurgy, he  has  found  that  living 
organisms  thrive  on  salts  of  cop- 
per, iron,  and  other  metals.  These 
bacteria,  living  on  the  salts  in 
the  dumps  exist  without  oxygen. 

They  make  the  salts  water- 
soluble  so  that  the  precious  met- 
als can  be  washed  out  of  the 
dumps  and  refined. 

This  new  bacterial  process,  in 
large-scale  use  for  the  past  few 
years,  is  now  being  incorporated 
world  wide. 

Dr.  Bryner  has  been  at  the  BYU 
since  1935.  He  received  his  B.S. 
and  M.S.  at  BYU  in  1928  and 
1930,  and  his  Ph.D.  at  Iowa  State

The  Cougar  wrestling  forces,

The  victory  Friday,  the  final 
match  before  the  home  fans  was 
•marred  by  only  two  losses  on  the 
part  of  the  Cougars.  Bob  Piper 
dropped  a decision  in  the  123 
pound  class  and  Kim  Brewster 
was  tagged  with  a loss  in  the  167 
pound  division.  The  Cats  were 
flawless  in  the  rest  of  the  weights 
and  were  never  in  danger  of 
losing  the  contest. 

The  win  over  the  Redskins  was 
as  sweet  as  any  this  season. 
Prior  to  this  season  the  Utes  had 
held  a strangle-hold  on  the  Cats 
and  had  won  every  dual  meet  be- 
tween the  two  schools  for  the 
past  6 years.
